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REMARKS 

In response to the Official Action of June 8, 2007, a Replacement Sheet for 
Figure 1 1 is enclosed with a legend with respect to element 8. This element is identified 
in the application at page 20, lines 24-25 as an interpolated and sharpened image 
module. No new matter is added with this replacement sheet. 

Claims 6, 20-22, 36, 40, 41, 44 and 46 have been amended. 

Refections - 35 USC SI 01 

At page 3, claims 44 and 46 are rejected under 35 USC §101 as directed to non- 
statutory subject matter. The language purposed by the Office has been used in the 
amended claims 44 and 46 and therefore these claims are now believed to be directed 
to statutory subject matter. 

Refections under 35 USC S112. Second Paragraph 

At pages 3-5, claims 6, 20-22, 25-30, 32, 36, 40 and 41 are rejected under 35 
USC §112, second paragraph as being indefinite for failing to particularly point out and 
distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant regards as the invention. 

With respect to claim 20, amendment has been made in the manner as 
suggested by the Office. With this amendment, claim 20 is therefore believed to be in 
compliance with 35 USC §112, second paragraph. 

The rejection of claims 21-22, 25-30 and 32 as being indefinite due to their 
dependency from claim 20 is therefore believed to be overcome. Amendment has been 
made in claims 21 and 22 amending the phrase “another change value” to -another 
original change value-. 

The dependency errors in claims 36, 40 and 41 have also been corrected as 
suggested by the Office. 

Claim 6 is indicated as having “the same problem as claim 20”. However, this is 
not believed to be correct. The only amendment to claim 6 is to change the phrase 
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“other change value” to --another change value-. The phrase “another change value” 
finds proper antecedent basis in claim 3, which claim 6 ultimately depends from since 
claim 6 depends from claim 3 which in turn depends from claim 1. 

Therefore, all of the claim rejections under 35 USC §112, second paragraph are 
believed to be overcome. 

It is therefore respectfully submitted that the present application as amended is in 
condition for allowance and such action is earnestly solicited.
